Lightning bolt boots 
tenants from homes

EVACUATED tenants have been left 
homeless after lightning struck a 
three-storey block of flats. 

A hole was blown in the roof of the 
building in Hauksbee Gardens, 
Shenley Lodge, and debris was 
showered on to the street during a 
storm on Saturday afternoon. 

Firefighters evacuated residents 
and cordoned off the building, which 
has had its gas and electricity supply 
turned off, and work is now under¬ 


way on ensuring the flats are safe to 
return to. 

Nick Rainey, 42, a flat resident, was 
returning from the centre:mk during 
the storm. He said: “I was driving in 
to the street as lightning struck and it 
was so loud I thought it struck my car. 

“I calmed myself and then realised 
it was my home that had been hit. 

“It was lucky - 99 per cent of the 
debris landed in the only two empty 
parking spaces by the building.” 

Anger is mounting at CDS 
Co-Operative, which is responsible 
for the flats, after residents were una¬ 


ble to make contact for more than 48 
hours after the lightning strike. 

Tenants stayed with friends, family, 
and even in their cars, until tempo¬ 
rary accommodation was arranged 
at a nearby hotel on Sunday by ward 
councillor Chris Williams. 

One resident has remained in the 
flat despite safety advice because 
they have a pet and the nearest suit¬ 
able accommodation is in Aylesbury. 

He slammed the housing associa¬ 
tion, saying: “I find it very difficult to 
believe that it was not possible to 
contact them simply because it was a 


bank holiday weekend.” 

At the time of going to press a 
contractor was working to secure the 
roof and a structural engineer was 
due to assess the block of flats. 

A spokesman for CDS Co-Operative 
said: “We have an out of hours 
service and we’ve been told calls 
were not put through. 

“We don’t understand why that is 
and are currently investigating. 

“At the moment, our focus is on the 
tenants and their welfare. We want to 
assess the building and work towards 
getting everyone back in their homes.”

'We want justice 
for our Thomas’

THE family of a prisoner who commit¬ 
ted suicide at HMP Woodhill is 
demanding answers after another 
inmate was found dead. 

David Rayner, 41, was found unre¬ 
sponsive on Thursday and became the 
16th to die at Woodhill since 2013, and 
the third in just the last three months. 

Thomas Morris, 31, from Emberton, 
took his life at the prison on June 26 and 
his family believe the latest death 
shows no lessons have been learned. 

They said: “We fear that if immediate 
action is not taken, more lives are going 
to be lost at Woodhill. 

“We cannot bring him back, but we 
can fight for him and we will fight until 
the very end. 

“Thomas will not die in vain, we will 


not give up until questions are answered 
and action is taken. Thomas was sent to 
prison for justice, so why shouldn’t he 
get justice?” 

Thomas had been jailed for shoplift¬ 
ing and his family claim this was due to 
an addiction to a Class A drug for which 
he required support. 

The family added: “Thomas needed 
help and he was failed badly. 

“If the prison cannot provide suffi¬ 
cient care for vulnerable people then 
they should not be in prison - they need 
rehabilitation.” 

A Ministry of Justice spokesman 
confirmed the investigation into the 
death is ongoing. 

Speaking on the latest death, a Prison 
Service spokesman added: “As with all 
deaths in custody there will be an 
investigation by the independent 
Prisons and Probation Ombudsman.” 


Plea to fund homeless solution 


MILTON Keynes Council has asked 
the new Housing Minister for 
funding towards a new scheme 
that could provide much-needed 
accommodation for dozens of 
homeless families. 

Council leader Pete Marland has 
written to Gavin Barwell seeking a 


one-off investment of about 
£2million to help with the costs of 
a new local facility. 

If it gets the go-ahead - and the 
funding - the scheme could 
incorporate more than 50 units to 
provide temporary 
accommodation for homeless 


families and vulnerable people. 

To tackle the growing 
homelessness crisis, the council is 
also working with partners to 
provide a ‘one stop shop’ style 
service and ways to supply 
emergency support and short-term 
shelter for those in need.

Driver is on trial 
after boy’s death

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD boy was 
crushed to death by a car 
outside his own home while 
playing with a friend on a 
shared driveway, a court was 
told yesterday. 

Riley Ferguson died from 
severe head and neck injuries 
after his next door neigh¬ 
bour’s Vauxhall Insignia 
rolled over him in Woodspring 
Court, Monkston. 


David Cowell, now of 
Deacon Crescent, Middleton, 
had invited a friend around to 
watch an England football 
match on June 7,2015 when he 
left his home on an errand. 

The 41-year-old returned to 
see another neighbour’s 
daughter standing near his 
shared driveway but was 
unable to spot Riley. 

Mr Cowell, who denies one 
count of causing death by 
careless driving, reversed 
after hitting what he thought 


was a bike or a scooter only to 
find Riley. He was taken to 
hospital but later died from 
his injuries at a hospice. 

Alan Blake, prosecuting, 
said: “David Cowell had been 
aware of children congregat¬ 
ing in that area with bikes and 
toys on the shared driveway 
“He should have been 
proceeding with maximum 
care and attention and 
unfortunately he didn’t.” 

The trial continues at 
Aylesbury Crown Court.

I HAVE just received a leaflet 
through my letterbox from the 
proposed developers of The 
Suffolk Punch pub in Heelands, 
which has been earmarked for 
demolition to make way for new 
homes and a nursery.

week celebration to mark 150 
years of the railway and works 
in the town and everyone took 
part - the station was painted 
and had bunting around it and 
the works was opened up. It 
was great. 

But for some reason after that 
people’s pride in the town 
seemed to just die. 

When the works sold off the 
land to Tesco and it opened in 
1993 the little shops started to 
die off. We lost the butchers 
and the bakers and then the 
Post Office moved from its 
former home in Church Street 
to inside the Co-op. 

From 1993-2000 the railway 
works’ operators failed to look 
after the old sawmill and 
smithy shops, which they have 
been using for storage, and the 
east repair shop, which is why 
in 2016 they are in the state 
they are. 

During these years more 
shops left the town and few 


new businesses came in. 

In 2006 developers Places For 
People took over the old Royal 
Train shed, reading room and 
triangle building and converted 
them into new homes and 
business buildings. 

In 2013 there was the 175 year 
celebration of the railway in 
Wolverton but it was not 
marked in the same way as in 
1989 due mainly to a lack of 
promotion and interest. 

Over the past few years 
Wolverton has really gone 
down hill, as has pride in the 
town. 

Now with St Modwen wanting 
to demolish the works we now 
stand to lose the Royal Train 
and all because no-one is 
standing up for Wolverton and 
its heritage. 

Why do the people of 
Wolverton not care about the 
town?

Plans proposed 
for new schools

EIGHT sites have been 
earmarked for new schools 
as part of plans for a major 
housing development to the 
east of the city. 

Planning consultants at 
Berrys have submitted a bid 
for two ‘garden communities’ 
to the east of the Ml towards 
Cranfield. 

The site also includes space 
to accommodate community 
facilities, such as a hospital or 
university. 

Acting on behalf of a consor¬ 
tium of landowners, Berrys 


was responding to Milton 
Keynes Council’s early con¬ 
sultation under Plan:MK, 
which advocates that the city 
should grow by 40,000 new 
homes in the next 25 years. 

Val Coleby, planning 
consultant at the Kettering 
office of Berrys, said: “Milton 
Keynes is consulting on 
growth so we made the 
submission on behalf of our 
clients who own a substantial 
parcel of land to the east of 
the Ml. 

“Our idea is for a natural 
progression of MK’s eastern 
expansion and provides for 
two garden communities, 


each with its own schools, 
facilities and community 
hub. 

“Public open space, park¬ 
land, informal green space 
and woodland will be 
important features of the 
growth area, allowing nature 
to penetrate into the settle¬ 
ment to provide a true garden 
community taking the best of 
the past and looking forward 
to the future. 

The submission has been 
welcomed by the council and 
planners have met with 
Berrys and the landowners to 
discuss things further as part 
of the plan-making process.

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‘Lives in danger’ 
in failed escape

A DRUG dealer captured 
after a chase involving police 
dogs and a helicopter has 
been jailed. 

Micah Gordon, 18, was 
driving a green Volkswagen 
Golf in Bradwell Common at 
about 11am on July 7. 

He was flagged down by 
officers, but instead he drove 
off at speed and was pursued, 
driving dangerously in order 
to escape. 

Gordon then got out of the 
vehicle and ran off and was 
tracked by a dog unit and the 
police helicopter before being 
arrested shortly afterwards. 

During a custody search he 
was found carrying cocaine 
and heroin and was charged 
on July 8. 

He was sentenced at 
Aylesbury Crown Court on 
August 12 for two counts of 
possession with intent to sup¬ 
ply Class A drugs and 
offences of dangerous driving 
and getting behind the wheel 
without third party 
insurance. 

PC Steve King, of Local CID 
based at Milton Keynes Police 
Station, said: “I am pleased

that a significant supplier of 
drugs in Milton Keynes has 
been put behind bars. 

“In order to escape, Gordon 
put lives in danger driving 
without any care for other 
road users or pedestrians. 

“We hope this offers some 
reassurance to members of 
the public whose lives are 
impacted by drug dealing 
and I would like to say that we 
will not tolerate it and we will 


do all we can to punish the 
offenders. If you have infor¬ 
mation about drugs offences 
in your neighbourhood we 
would ask you to call 101.” 

Gordon, of Napier Road, 
London, pleaded guilty to the 
driving offences and posses¬ 
sion of heroin and cocaine, 
but denied intent to supply. 
He was found guilty of this by 
a jury. 

He was sentenced to two 
years six months’ imprison¬ 
ment for the drugs charges 
and for the driving offences 
he was given four months’ in 
jail to run consecutively. 

He was also disqualified 
from driving for 27 months 
and will have to take an 
extended retest. 

Gordon’s sentencing comes 
a week after OneMK reported 
Matthew Nash, 21, of Jubilee 
Terrace, Stony Stratford, was 
jailed for four years and six 
months for drug offences. 

Det Con Mark Burgess, of 
Milton Keynes Local CID, 
said: “Drugs have a devastat¬ 
ing impact on the lives of 
people in our communities 
and I am pleased that Nash 
has received a significant 
custodial sentence for the 
offences he committed.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a ‘popular’ engineer killed in 
a car crash. 

As OneMK previously 
reported, the A422 Monks 
Way was closed for several 
hours following the crash by 
Stacey Bushes on August 19. 

Daniel Wintle, 36, a father- 
of-four from Hesketh Road, 
Yardley Gobion, was 
pronounced dead at the scene 
after his black Vauxhall Astra 
came off the road and struck 
a metal fence. 

Ian Webb, managing direc¬ 
tor of Teekay Couplings in 
Bradwell Abbey where Daniel 
worked for four years, has 
paid an emotional tribute to 
the engineer. 

He said: “Daniel was 
extremely popular - a lot of 
his good friends worked here. 

“He was the sort of person 
who would never walk past 
without saying hello. 

“When he wasn’t working 
here, he was very much a 
family man. 

“He took his family respon¬ 
sibilities very seriously and 
gave 100 per cent whenever 


he was here. Daniel was very 
funny, personable and a very 
good worker. 

“He had a reputation for 
helping others and he was 
very generous.” 

Flowers and messages of 
condolence have since been 
left at the scene of the crash. 

The inquest in to Daniel’s 
death was opened and 
adjourned on August 25 at 
Milton Keynes Coroner’s 
Court. 

Mr Webb described his 


company as a ‘tight-knit 
community’ and said the 
mood in the workplace has 
been ‘sombre’ since news of 
Daniel’s death broke. 

He added: “The mood on 
Monday following the news 
was extremely sombre. 

“Everybody here is really 
quite shocked by his death. 

“There is a collection going 
around to help support his 
family and support from 
people here has been very 
good.”

‘We need more

CALLS are being made for a 
greater police presence on an 
estate plagued by a gang.

In response, Mr Stansfeld 
told OneMK: “I have received 
the letter and I’m making 
inquiries to get more details. 

“I am of course concerned 
by the issues raised and will 
be looking in to it.”

TWO new bus services 
linking more areas with the 
city centre launched on 
Sunday. 

Bus number 301, operated 
by Red Rose, will connect the 
city centre and Milton Keynes 
Central train station with the 
Whitehouse and Fairfields 
developments and then on to 
Stony Stratford. 

The service is being funded 
by Milton Keynes Council 
through the Milton Keynes 
Tariff with more buses 
expected to be introduced 
over time as these areas grow. 

There are also journeys 
specially timed to get 
Fairfields residents to the 
new Whitehouse Primary 
School, until Fairfields 
Primary opens next 
September. 

Bus number 15, also operat¬ 
ed by Red Rose, will connect 
Milton Keynes Central 
station and CMK with 
Oakgrove and Kingston.

Milton Keynes.”

Both the 15 and 301 buses 
run hourly all week, includ¬ 
ing Sundays and public 
holidays, during the daytime 
and evenings.

It’s the generation 
game at museum

THREE generations of 
William Cowper’s family 
paid a surprise visit to The 
Cowper and Newton 
Museum to find out more 
about their famous relative. 

The famous English poet 
lived in the building in 
Market Place, Olney, for two 
decades during the 18th 
century, where he regularly 
hosted his neighbour John 
Newton who wrote the iconic 
hymn Amazing Grace. 

And three generations of 
Cowper’s family, including 
members from South Africa, 
stunned museum director 
Paula Newton when they 
dropped by on July 19. 

She said: “We did not know 
they were coming! 

“They are such an impor¬ 
tant family to this museum, 
so it was nice to finally meet 
them all. They grew up know¬ 
ing about the painting of 
William and hearing all of the 
stories and they decided to 
come over and see it all for 
themselves. 

“Although the older 
members of the family have 


returned to Johannesburg, 
the museum looks forward to 
a return visit by the home- 
based family.” 

Cowper’s descendants 
gathered for a picture in front 
of the portrait of their famous 
relative. 

Painted by Lemuel Francis 
Abbott, the portrait was 
commissioned by John 
Johnson in 1792 to celebrate 
his famous cousin. 

It was also the first time the 
younger generation had seen 


the family tree (seen to the 
right in the picture above). 

This was originally hidden 
behind the painting, the 
frame being hinged to open 
up and reveal the secret 
document within. 

Cowper’s descendants then 
enjoyed discovering more 
about their illustrious lineage 
in history back through Earl 
Cowper on William’s father’s 
side and the poet John Donne 
and the Boleyn family on his 
mother’s side.

IN HIS monthly column 
for MK LIFE, the managing 
director of Frosts Garden 
Centre in Woburn Sands, 
JAMES FROST, gives 
readers his top tips as we 
head into September 


NOW is the time to start 
dividing cottage garden 
perennials and replant the 
divisions in groups to give 
the plant new energy for 
next spring. 

Any autumn flowering 
perennials can be kept 
looking their best by regular 
dead heading. 

And if you have any tender 
perennials out in the garden 
or in containers (lantana, 
gazania, abutilon, agyran- 
themum, salvia) these need 
bringing into the glasshouse 
for the winter. 

Autumn raspberries and 
main crop potatoes are two 
crops that need harvesting 
next month. Winter 
brassica's must be covered 


with netting/crop protec¬ 
tion to prevent against birds 
causing damage especially 
to the growing tips. 

If you like growing your 
own cut flowers now is the 
time to sow sweet peas and 
hardy annuals for a 
wonderful crop of flowers 
next spring - these can all 
be sown directly in the 
garden. 

Spring flowering bulbs are 
now available in the garden 
centre - go along and make 


your choice from a wonder¬ 
ful selection of tulips, 
narcissus, allium etc, which 
can be planted out in the 
garden this month or direct 
into patio containers in a 
layered effect for a long 
period of flowering next 
spring. 

September is also the time 
to clear up any garden 
rubbish to compost or burn 
and make the last clipping 
on your evergreen hedge 
before the winter.

AFTER Gary Lineker’s former 
club Leicester City won the 
Premier League the 55-year-old 
fulfilled his promise to present 
the first Match of the Day of the 
new season in just his 
underpants. 

Critics of Lineker on Twitter 
wondered if the ‘undies’ he had 
promised to wear were in fact 
football shorts and that he only 
appeared in pants during the 
early minutes of the studio 
discussion, later donning more 
modest attire. 

Lineker enjoyed an illustrious 
career in football before he took 
to television. This included 
stints first at Leicester City then 
Everton, Barcelona and 
Tottenham Hotspur. 

Such a long and successful 
career also has its upsides, even 
if he has to flash his undies 
occasionally; Lineker lives in a 
substantial mansion in Barnes, 
south west London.

P ink Floyd may still 
be going strong after 
52 years but without 
the talents of 
keyboardist Rick 
Wright, who died from lung 
cancer in 2008 aged 65, some 
believe the band will never be 
the same. 

At the time of his death his 
fellow bandmates David 
Gilmour and Nick Mason paid 
tribute to his abilities, saying 
Wright’s keyboard playing 
“was the sound that knitted it 
all together”. 

But Wright was the least 
known of this global 
super-group, whose albums 
such as The Dark Side of the 
Moon and The Final Cut are 
still popular today. He was 
studious and quiet but was 
also the most accomplished 
musician of the group and 
contributed both his keyboard 
and arranging skills for 
several famous Pink Floyd 
tracks including Shine On You 
Crazy Diamond. 

Wright left the band in 1979, 
rejoining as a session 
musician in 1985 and then full 
time again in 1994, co-writing 
five songs for the album The 
Division Bell. 

During his later life, after 
his third marriage, Wright 
bought a house in France 
where he established a 
recording studio where, and at 
the time of his death, he was 
working on a new solo project. 

That house, in the Provencal 
village of Le Rouret 15 miles 
from Nice on the Cote d’Azur, 
is now for sale. It’s a 
five-bedroom former olive 
press with 1.3 acres of private 
gardens and grounds, a pool, 
garage for three cars and 
features heavy doors, large 



fireplaces and original stone 
work throughout. 

Wright extended the house 
with an annexe and built a 
room by the pool that he used 
as a studio, where he recorded 


his solo album Broken China. 

“The house has welcomed 
many musical legends as 
guests over the years and it 
was a very special place for 
Wright and his family, a 
treasured haven with many 
happy memories and a place to 
escape the world,” says 
Hamish Hamilton of 
MJQ.co.uk, which is selling 
the property.

IF THE late film director and 
actor Richard Attenborough is 
remembered for one film, it may 
be his 1963 World War II caper 
The Great Escape in which he 
starred alongside Steve 
McQueen and a host of other 
Hollywood A-listers. 

Set within a German PoW 
camp, it followed the true story 
of the prisoners’ attempts to 
break out and and made an 
international star of 
Attenborough. 

But he clearly liked to make 
an escape from the movie 
industry too. As well as a villa in 
Provence he also owned 
Rhubodach, a 1,700-acre estate on 
the Scottish island of Bute which 
he bought in 1988 after “falling 
in love” with the house and land. 

“My wife Sheila and I knew 
almost immediately that this 
was somewhere we wanted to 
live; the awesome peace and 
expansive beauty totally 
captivated us,” the actor wrote 
in 2013. 

Attenborough died in 2014 but 
three years before that he sold 


Rhubodach for £1.48 million as 
the health of both he and his 
wife deteriorated.

Nissan Navara makes eco leap

THAT tough guy of the Nissan range, the 
Navara pick-up has become more powerful 
and more eco-friendly. 

Already the holder of the International 
Pick-up Award 2016, and renowned for its 
tough attitude and robust performance, the 
entire range has now switched to a more 
advanced and eco-friendly Euro 6 engine. 

The upgrade covers both the 190ps twin- 
turbo and 160ps single turbo versions of 


the Navara’s 2.3-litre dCi diesel engine. 

It makes a significant difference to the pick¬ 
up’s environmental performance - a vital 
consideration for buyers since it affects 
running costs. C02 emissions now start 
from as low as 159g/km, a reduction of 
8g/km on the predecessor Euro 5 engine. 

It’s an enhancement which makes the 
Nissan Navara the best in its class. Fuel 
consumption on the official combined cycle 
has improved to 46.3mpg, up by 1.4mpg. 


The Nissan Navara Euro 6 also benefits 
from a reduction in oxides of nitrogen 
(NOx) thanks to the addition of a Selective 
Catalytic Reduction (SCR) system. 

An AdBlue tank has been fitted to the 
Navara, with a filler flap on the opposite 
side of the vehicle to the diesel tank to 
avoid confusion. The tank can be filled from 
bottles or pumps, for maximum flexibility 
for the user. It will hold 17 litres of liquid, 
allowing up to 7,150 miles between refills. 


Driver assistance messages relating to the 
AdBlue system have been integrated into 
the Navara’s colour LCD combimeter, the 
central information screen set between the 
two main dials. 

A number of other enhancements have 
been made to the Navara’s specification 
including an Idle-Stop System (ISS) for 
reduced fuel consumption which is now 
standard on all manual models. 

The Navara range now comes with cruise 
control with speed limiter, Bluetooth hands¬ 
free audio and multi-function controls on 
the steering wheel. 

Available in Double Cab and King Cab body 
styles, the new Nissan Navara is a heavy 
duty one-tonne pick-up that’s built to tackle 
all terrains. 

Marking the Navara out from its rivals 
is the Double Cab’s five-link coil-spring 
rear suspension system, which provides 
enhanced performance and comfort over 
all surfacess. The Navara also features 
Nissan’s standard five year, 100,000 mile 
warranty which is fully transferable to 
future owners. 

The improvements to the Navara are 
part of Nissan’s plans to fit eco-friendly 
systems and advanced technology to all 
of its models. The Navara is also available 
with Nissan’s Around View Monitor 
(AVM) camera system, and with Forward 
Emergency Braking (FEB) - systems 
which have proved popular on Nissan’s 
best-selling range of crossovers, the Juke, 
Qashqai and X-Trail.

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Fiat Panda 1.2 Easy

The Panda fitted pretty well too. Spacious enough for 
four, and with a boot to match, it never felt too big for 
comfort. Could have done with more power, though. 



MOST car reports feature photos of cars cleaned and 
buffed to a showroom shine. They simply look better 
that way, the snappers think. 

Well not this time. The well used little Fiat Panda you see 
here in all its dusty glory, spent eight days transporting 
myself and the Navigator-in-Chief around northern Italy 
on holiday. 

And it got dusty. So dusty that a glance in the rear view 
mirror recalled scenes of Red Indian trackers spotting 
the wagon train twenty miles away from its rolling dust 
cloud. 

That was the penalty for choosing a hotel so out of the 
way (a little south of the delightful hilltop town of Arezzo 
on the Tuscan border) that was only reachable via an 
unpaved road passing between fields of grazing goats 
and tobacco, maize and sunflowers. 

And the Panda’s cloak of dusty anonymity didn’t matter 
a jot, helping instead to let this modest family workhorse 
fit in with all the other less than pristine machines that 
live a life of service to millions of Italian families. 

And yes, our Panda was an airport rental. Not the first 
car offered at the desk in Florence, where we were given 
the keys to a Fiat 500 and told, without a trace of irony 
‘it is the same size as the Panda but only has two doors.’ 


You can buy the same 1.2-litre petrol engine in your UK 
Panda, but I wouldn’t, even at less than £10,000 for 
an entry level version. Go for the fresher-engined twin- 
cylindered 875cc model instead, with a little turbo to 
boost low speed punch. 

It will cost you more and might not even match the 49mpg 
recorded on our Panda, if driven with enthusiasm, but 
you won’t be using first gear and full throttle on properly 
alpine hairpins and it will pass ambling trucks on the 
motorway without a change down to third. 

Otherwise, the Panda was a delight. It steered with 
pleasant precision and the leather wrapped steering 
wheel was a good to hold - not always the case - and it 
rode most of Italy’s road with firm assurance. 

Some of the country’s non-toll dual carriageways are so 
dreadfully patched and potholed that nothing on wheels 
would smooth the way, but the Fiat did its best. 

Ditto the air con, which tried valiantly to cool us when 
the dash showed 35C outside (that’s 95F in old money) 
but really only coped with 25C (77F) showing. So a 
British summer in not going to be a problem. 

Hotel note: We stayed at Le Capanne, a 17 room hotel

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FORD MUSTANG TOPS SPORTS COUPE SALES

THE first right hand drive Ford Mustang is proving a big hit in the UK, topping the high-performance sports coupe sales charts after just 
a few months on sale. Since Ford UK started taking orders last year, Mustang has topped 4,000 sales to date, with total 2016 registrations 
at 2,317, so far. This puts the Mustang comfortably at the top of the table against rivals, the closest being the Jaguar F-Type with 1,446 
and outselling the likes of the Mercedes SL, Porsche 911 and Audi TT in the sporting coupe sector. The current split in sales across models 
shows that 70 per cent of customers went for the 5.0-litre V8 engine, with the remaining 30 per cent favouring the 2.3-litre EcoBoost. Total 
customer orders for the Ford Mustang in Europe now stand at more than 19,500 since the car was launched in the third quarter of 2015. 
Since June this year, all Mustang models have been fitted with a new SYNC 3 infotainment system as standard, offering a redesigned eight- 
inch touchscreen and faster performance, and the ability for drivers to control their connected smartphones, audio, navigation, and climate 
functions with more conversational voice commands. 


KIA GOES HYBRID 


WITH OPTIMA PHEV

HYBRIDS are all the rage at the moment and Kia has 
announced its first venture into the sector with the 
introduction of its Optima plug-in hybrid saloon with goes 
on sale in September. Kia says the Optima PHEV has a range 
of up to 33 miles in all-electric mode and is able to complete 
many regular urban commuter runs with no tailpipe 
emissions, while its C02 figure comes in at just 37g/km. 

It is powered by 154bhp 2.0-litre direct injection petrol 
engine with a 67bhp electric motor powered by a lithium- 
ion polymer battery pack and priced at £31,495 after the 
Government’s £2,500 plug-in car grant. The power set-up 
is enhanced with a new package of aerodynamic, styling 
and technology features giving potential fuel economy of 
up to 176.6mpg. The most significant aerodynamic change 
is an active air flap grille which lowers the car’s drag co¬ 
efficient to 0.25 when closed. This results in excellent 
performance and range for a D-segment car: up to 33 miles 
of pure-electric driving at speeds as high as 75mph, with 
0-60mph acceleration in 9.1 seconds in hybrid mode. The 
switch between electric and hybrid driving is seamless, 
while the electric motor’s 205Nm of torque from standstill 
ensures rapid acceleration and instantaneous response to 
the throttle pedal. The Optima PHEV also features 17-inch 
alloy wheels, LED daytime running lights and headlights, 



four-way powered lumbar adjustment on the driver’s 
side, front and rear parking sensors, a reversing camera 
integrated into the navigation screen, dual-zone automatic 
air conditioning, a leather-trimmed steering wheel and gear 
shift, steering wheel mounted controls, all-round electric 
windows, cruise control with a speed limiter, remote central 
locking and an electronic parking brake. Already a smart 
looking saloon, distinguishing features of the PHEV are 
blue-tinted headlights and chrome enhancements with a 
metallic blue finish on the lower front air grille, the “tiger- 
nose” main grille and the side sills.

Next day to 
Potterspury for a tough five-mile cross-coun¬ 
try including three crossings of a brook. After 
Hind led early on, Tuttle came through 
strongly to win. Day Three was a mile track 


race at Stantonbury where Hind won, before 
he repeated the trick in the Campbell Park 
race. The penultimate race, a two miler in 
Brickhill Woods saw Tuttle start 15 seconds in 
arrears but finish six seconds behind his 
rival. At the weekend came the final 10km 
race embracing Willen Lake, starting and fin¬ 
ishing at Woughton Pavilion. Here Steve 
turned the tables winning in 33.38 but he only 
reduced the deficit to 14-seconds. Hind there¬ 
fore won overall with a time of 136.15 and 
Tuttle runner-up recording 136.29. 

Ross Langley from Tring AC placed third 
(152.32) while 2014 winner Mark Palser closed 
in fifth (155.53). 

There was a similar result in the ladies race 
as guest runner Ella Townsend won by just 
over two minutes from MMKAC’s Helena De 
Villiers. 

Day one saw them just over two minutes 
apart. Day two at Potterspury produced an 
emphatic victory for De Villiers recording 
34.31 and a change in the leadership to 
Helena. She then took a few more seconds in 
the mile race; 5.46 against 5.51. Townsend at 
Campbell Park regained the lead. They fin¬ 
ished close together in the hill race but Ella 
had extended her lead to 23 seconds and was 
finally cemented at Woughton for an overall 
time of 175.51 with Helena finishing with 
178.04. Martinha Royles(MMKAC) placed 
third lady totalling 186.48.

MK LIGHTNING'S first games of pre¬ 
season ended in double disappoint¬ 
ment with two challenge match 
defeats to fellow English Premier 
League side Telford Tigers at the 
weekend.

Verstappen 
defends tactics 
after criticism 

MAX Verstappen has rejected 
criticism from Ferrari driver 
Kimi Raikkonen that he should 
change his tactics following the 
first corner crash at the Belgian 
Grand Prix on Sunday. 

Raikkonen told the BBC that he 
felt the Dutch Red Bull driver 
would cause a big crash at some 
stage because of his late braking. 

But Verstappen disagreed with 
the Finn and said the two Ferraris 
of Raikkonen and Sebastian 
Vettel had sandwiched him on the 
first corner of the race. 

“I didn't start as well as I wanted 
but I got up the inside for the first 
corner then got squeezed by the 
two Ferraris. 

“In the contact my front wing 
and the floor got destroyed so 
then the car was very difficult to 
drive and the race was gone. 

“Still, I tried my best to come 
back especially for all the people 


who were cheering me on in the 
stands, but unfortunately I didn't 
get in the points.'' 

There was better news for 
teammate Daniel Ricciardo 
though, who finished second in 
the race behind Mercedes' Nico 
Rosberg, with Lewis Hamilton 
remarkably coming from the 
back of the grid to come home 
third. 

“I knew a podium was on,'' said 


the Aussie. “Of course you can 
never guarantee, but I knew if we 
had the pace that we did on 
Friday, that we would be able to 
get there. 

“With Lewis starting at the back 
it was an opportunity to get at 
least a second place, and we got 
that. A win is always the big 
target, but Nico had the pace that 
we expected, so second is the best 
we could have done.” 


Red Bull team principal 
Christian Horner said: “To finish 
second, at the type of venue that 
we weren't expecting to be our 
strongest, is an amazing result. 

“Having extended our lead over 
Ferrari is more than we could 
have envisaged.” 

It is a quick turnaround for the 
Red Bull drivers as the Italian 
Grand Prix takes place on 
Sunday.

DONS manager Karl Robinson and 
midfielder Dean Bowditch believe 
that the team is suffering from a 
flatness when they’re performing 
at stadiummk.

“We keep conceding first and put¬ 
ting ourselves in a bad situation and 
we’re struggling to get back into it.” 

The team were roundly booed for 


the 2-0 defeat to Peterborough 
United and Bowditch said the play¬ 
ers were just as frustrated. 

He added: “We’re just as frustrated 
as them and we’ve got to keep the 
spirits high and gee each other up as 
much as we can.” 

The transfer window is due to close 
at 11.30pm tonight, with Robinson 
hoping to bring in some attacking 
players. 

Next up for Dons is a trip to 
Northampton Town on Sunday, 
which will be broadcast on Sky 
Sports.

Nash recovers 
from crash to 
lead TCR series 

NEWPORT Pagnell touring car ace 
James Nash is at the top of the TCR 
International Series having picked 
up a victory and a second place in 
two races at the Chang 
International Circuit in northern 
Thailand on Sunday. 

Nash was extremely lucky to be 
racing at all after escaping serious 
injury in a 220kph smash in testing 
on Friday at the circuit that left his 
Craft-Bamboo Racing SEAT Leon 
looking decidedly second-hand. 

Indeed on Friday evening the 
chances of the car being repaired 
in time even for racing on Sunday 
let alone qualifying the following 
day were given only as 50-50. 

It was thanks only to an all- 
nighter by the Craft-Bamboo team 
the car did make it into qualifying 
where Nash proved to be sixth 
fastest overall. 

Nash made storming starts in 
both races, moving up to third 
place in each by the first corner. 

In the opening race third became 
second after he slipped past the 
Honda of former Grand Prix driver, 
Gianni Morbidelli, with five laps to 
go. But there was nothing much he 
could do about his teammate Pepe 
Oriola who had got away and so he 
settled for second. 

Following a safety car early into 
race two Nash showed his class 
again in two superb moves to take 
second and then the lead from 
Mikhail Grachev. He then drove off 
into the distance to beat Grachev 
to the flag by 7.3 seconds. 

He left Thailand as championship 
leader by seven points from Oriola 
and by 10 from reigning champion 
Stefano Comini. 

Nash said: “It was a very good 
weekend for me, especially after 
the big accident on Friday. I would 
like thank my team. I’m so happy 
for all the guys. 

“I really didn’t think we’d be back 
out after the crash but what 
they’ve been able to achieve has 
been incredible.”
